MR. RATCHFORD EXPLAINS.

States That He Hax Been Misquoted.
Propositions Submitted.

Pittsburg, Aug. 23,—The conference
of operators and miners’ officiala ad-
journed shortly before 11 o'clock with-
out reaching an agreement. A <con-
feremce will be held tomorrow morn-
Ing, when both sides hope to reach a
rettlement.

G. W, Bchlendeberg, a member of the
nperators’ committee, stated that the
question of settlement In order states
had brven eliminated, and that the con-
ference was dealing entirely with the
rate In the Pltitsburg district.

This evening National Presldent
Ratehford made this statement: "We
met and heard the purpose of the
conference explained. In coming here,
1 wus ignorant of its object, excepting
as it was explalned by President Do-
lan. He sald It was to be an Inter-
stnte conference, and that was my
Impresgion,.  When 1 heard Colonel
Rend talk in the meeting, 1 learned
that the object was to submit the
matter to arbitration, Belng favorable
to arbitration and also an Interstate
conference mysclf, T declded that both
objects were worthy, and during the
afternoon we discugsged both of them.
We believe In arbitration, but insist
that this question, If arbitrated, must
be arbitrated upon the basis of living

any time gince the decision of the court
in the Injunction procecdings, The
campers  woere  permitted to march
about in small groups, but were not |
allowed to get within speaking dis-
tance of the working miners, There
wng no evidence that the deputivs in-
tended to break up the strikers’ camp,
a8 was romored yvesterday., In fact
Samuel Young, deputy sherif in charge
at Plum Creek, said this morning to
Captain Urinh Bellingham that there
would be no morve arfests made until |
a declglon was had in the cases of the
fve men arrested Saturday. ‘

Catain Bellingham has rented a barn |
at Center and will have fifty men
Quartered there, so that they may be
able to get into the town the first
thing each morning.

All the men in the camp will he gent
out this afternoon on scouting and mis-
sionary work. It ls the Intentlon to
vigit the house of each miner, Captaln
Bellingham has strong hopes that this
scheme will Increase the ranks of the
gtrikers. About twenty-five strikers
succeeded In eluding the deputies dur-
Ing the night and visited the working
miners at their homes, They returned
this morning and clalm to have been
quite successful In securing converts.
A number of converts declared they
would quit tomorrow, but would have
to work today as it is pay day.

Early this morning a rald was made
on the camp of negro railroad labor-
ers, at Unity. Constable Carson and
four assistants, heavily armed, went
to the camp, and after destroying the
gambling tables, demolished the un-
licenged liquor saloons and set fire to
the ruing. The negroes offersd no re-
slstance,
commended by the striking miners, who
stood about the camp in readiness to
ald in the preservation of peace, should
the colored laborers have shown a dis-
pogition to defy the authorities,

MI“fiiH WORKING AT DUBOIS,

Duliois, Pa., Aug, 23—Over one hun-
dred miners from Reynoldsville mareh-
ed Lo this place this moming to induce
the miners to strike. They gathered
at Electrie park, where a meeting had
been announced, but only a half dozen
DuBols miners were present. The meet-
ing was addressed by George 8. Har-
rig, the labor leader, and adjourned
until evening at Lush hali, Both Fath-
er MoGivney and the Polish priest, in
their sermons yesterday, adviged the
miners not to strike, suyv @z there was
nothing for them to gain at this time,
but everything to lose. All miners In
the region hut those at Reynoldsville
worked today.

The night meeting was stormy. It
was addressed by Organizer Huffhold-
er, of Pittrburg, who urged the men to
come out at once.

STRIKERS CAPTURE TRAINS.

They Also Force the Miners at Oak
Hill to Qunit Work.

Wellston, ©O., Aug, 23.—8even hun-
dred miners, headed by three brass
bands, flagged a mixed frelght and
passenger train on the Clncinnati,
Hamilton and Dayton railroad this
morning at a crossing in the southern
part of this city., The train came to
a stop and was boarded by the miners,
Then the trainmen refuged to proceed
and backed thelr traln to the depot,
where they were ordered by oMclals
of the road to proceed. The miners
were enroute to Oak HIill, where there
wos a mine in full operation. Arriving
at Oak Hill the strikers marched to
the mine and demanded that the men
com#e out, This the latter did but not
before being assured that no harm
was Intended If they conducted them-
selves right. The Oak HIill men then
held a meeting and Informed the strik-
ers that they would not work wuntil
the strike was settled. They were then
compelled to march with the strikers
through the principal street of Oak
Hil

Returning to Wellston the strikers
captured a Baltimore and Ohlo south-
western frelght train.  Ite conductor at
first refused to move his train. but
went into Wellston when informed that
the miners were going to stay on board

DESPERATION OF

THE ARMENIANS

Their Threat to Repeat the Horrors of
August, 1896.

CONFESSIONS OF THE PRISONERS

Itis Alleged That They HHave Ade-
mitted That They Intended to Use
HBombs on the Russian and German
Embnssien=«Jlistory of the Riots of
1806,

Constantinople, Aug, 23,~The con-
fesslons of the two Armenians, arrest-
ed on Baturday and at whose residence
bombs were found by the police, are
sald to have been prompted by the
Turkish authorities. The prisoners are
alleged to have confessed that they Ine
tended to use the bombs at the Rus-
glan and German embaasies,

The circular letter recelved by the
ambassadors of the powers from the
Armenian Dashnakzutrum committee,
almost 1dentical with the one sent to
the ambassadors In 1808, declaring the
Armenians are tired of waiting and are
resolved to take action for the redress
of thely grievances, also appeals to the
pity of the natlons of Europe not to
allow the Armenian nation o bhe ane
nikilated, and assert tnat the Turkish
promises of reform are a dead letter,
and that in this extremity the Armeni-

ansg are resolved to earry out what was |

foreshadowed
Aug. 26, 1806,

These steps, they further state, are
the preliminaries of a plan, the very
ldea of which fills them with terror.
They declare they will not cease to act
until their demands, which are “sanc-
tified by the blood of martyrs,' are
gatisfied,

It was on Aug. 26, 1508, that the Ar-
menian revolutionists made thelr de-
termined attack upon the Olloman
bank, Invading that bullding with
bombs and revolvers, killing a number
of policemen on guard, mounting to the
roof, and from there and from the wine-
dows fiving upon the police in the strect
below. This fire was returned by the
palice, and n number of persons on
both sldes were killed and wounded.
The riot then became general, shops
were sacked and bazaars were Invaded,
and a scene of terror followed. Thou-
sands of Armenians were beaten or
shot and stabbed to death in the streets,
a bomb was exploded near the Galatn-

Simln, Aug, 23.—A large force of Afs
ridis has been reported to be advancing
down the Khyber Pass and the soe
called Mad Mullah, or fanatic priest,
who I8 Inciting the natives of that tere
ritory against the Britieh, Is said to
have collected the Mohammedans for
attack upon Michnl and Shabkadr,

The royal Irigh regiment and a repe
regentative native infantry, with a bat«
tery of mountain artillery, have been
ordered to Kohat,

Fighting Is reported to be procecde
Ing nt All-Musjed, between the Afridls
and the Britlsh garrison at that place,

London, Aug, 28.—An officlal dis-
patch from Peshawur announces that
the Afridis attacked All-Musjed this
morning, and adds they were attacke
ing the Fort Mude at 10.30 a, m, this
morning. The enemy’'s line is a mile
and a half long. A body of Afridis,
the dispateh continues, 18 moving toe
ward Kadam.

All the Afridis are sald to have jolned
In the uprising.

The news contalned In this official
dispatch I8 most important, probably
meaning a protracted campalgn and
desperate fighting, A general revolt of
the Afridls was what the Indian gove
ernment feared the most, and It now
seems to have taken place.

COTTON MILLS AT WORK.

Activity at the New England Manue
facturing Centre,

Paston, Aug 28.—Dispatches from dife
ferent New England manufacturing cens
tors today annoinee that many cotton
mills which have been idle have resumed
operations this morning. Durlng a part
of July and August thousands of spindles
wers not operated In this section owing
to unsatlafactory conditions which pre-
valled elther In the finlshed goods or new
cotton market, or to the nead of repairs,
In addition to this, several other mills
closed for two weeks in avordance with
their annual mid-summer custom.

Many of the Fal! River mills resumed
operations last week and several started
thelr machinery this morning. The cur-
tallmonts, It is claimed, together with |m-
proved business conditions, have helped
tha cotton goods market wonderfully, and
it s now belleved that in the future no
such quantity of unsold goods wiN accu=
mulate as was the case during the past
year, »

Several of tha Lowell mills resumed in
whole or in part this morning and reports
from that ¢ity indicate that the outlook is
promizing.

The mills of the Amoskeag Corporation
of Manchester, which employs nearly 10,-
) people, will start September 6, after
a shut down of a month. The Armory
mills, In the same city, resumed today.
The shut down caused a considerable loss
to Manchester business men, but wag of
shortar duration than waa expected, Sevs
eral small mills which were Kle in varis
ous other places also resumed work to-
day.

A number of cotton mills ure still closeq,
and others are on short time, but In the
mijority of casex they will generally be
running on full time by the firet of next
month, if the market continues to lme
prove. Beveral manufacturers roport that
they are being hampersd by lack of raw
muterinl
